I let them go fran my thoughts as we 
headed out down the road leaving 
Fpidaurus to its tourists, ruins, jasnine 
and healing energy. 

I received what I came for: reclaimed 
energy, self healing and well being.

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Legend of Asclepios 


The legend of Asclepios holds that a 
great physicain was worshipped in Thessaly 


| (Thessalonika, Greece, today) for his 


tranandous healing ability. The hero was 
acclaimed in other legends as the son of 
Apollo and Koronis. As epic poet Hesiod 
tells it, Asclepios was rescued at birth 
fran his mother's burning funeral pile 
and carried off to Mount Pelion to be put 
into the hands of the Centaur Chiron. The 
Centaur taught him the use of herbs and 
prescriptions for various cures. He also 
learned how to revive the dead. 

It is believed that Asclepios was 
worshipped in the form of a snake (giving 
rise to the symbol of the cadeusus used by 


| Hyppocrates and the medical profession 


today). The serpent symbolizes a bond 
between the quick and the dead because of 
its ability to live in and on earth's 
surface. Also the snake's venom can be 
cause or cure. Statues of Asclepios 
depict him standing with the serpent on a 
staff at his side as a permanent 
campanion. 

Not only did Asclepions include 
sanctuaries, the places of worship, but 
musicians, theaters, athletics, baths, 
arcades, sacred cleansing fountains, 
sacrificial altars, and dormitories. The 
method of cure was distinctly un-hospital 
like at Epidauros. Healer-priests were 


| intermediaries between the sick and the 
| god. After the healer performed the 


Zakorus, the evening service, he would 


| personally extinguish all oil lamps and 
| invite the god into the darkness of sleep 


to perform miracles. 

Asclepios, legend says, had 
supernatural powers to restore fertility, 
cure ulsers, leprosy, dropsy, arthritis, 


|; constipation, blindness, baldness. 


Patients paid their fees only after the 


cure.

Her parents tolerantly allowed 
her this "creative play." 

To her it was not creative 
play because it was "real". 
She saw, heard and held 
two-way communications with 
the being that didn't have a 
body. Is Mary Ellen simply a 
weird psychic? Does this happen 
to other children and if so 
what does that mean? 

There are two reasons why 
children establish 
relationships with beings: 
(one) because they have what 
is called a trance mediumship 
programming - there are 
spiritual and genetic 
agreements not only to talk to 
spirit but have them saretimes 
move directly into the body, 
and (two) because the child is 
seeking spiritual 
cammication. 

The first reason is simple 
to explain: In a sentence, the 
child was born that way. The 
other reason is a bit more 
complicated. The child hears 
Inman messages that care fran a 
body to a body. The human 
being (mother, father, etc.) 
has not recognized anything 
except what the physical eye 
sees: small pink human form 
that walks, talks, cries, eats, 
bleeds, hugs and kisses. The 
other part, the immortal 
spirit, never got a hello. 

Some children require 

spiritual communication 
immediately. If they don't get 
it, they go and find it. As 
effortlessly and quickly as a 
small child can throw a temper 
tantrum or create a situation 
where all the adults are 
suddenly at the mercy of or 
giving all attention to the 
child, a child can summon 
spirit. — ’

that I am a powerful being, 
capable of doing anything | 
want." And next thing, along 
comes an accomodating spirit 
that says "hello." The child 
now has a,playmate. Someone 
who agrees with the game that 
child is playing. 

It is significant that 
Mary Ellen's spirit playmate 
was her "best friend." This 
being was the best, better 
than any spirit that had 
already had a human body. It 
satisfied a basic need better 
than any human did. 

Is there any harm to this 
spirit playmate? 

An infant or toddler who 
has chosen a spirit guide 
saretimes seems completely out 
of it or "spaced out”. A child 
shun humay 
relationships for the spirit 
and possibly get "stuck" in the 
spirit game to the extent that 
the human game doesn't matter. 
Generally speaking, there is no

; "An American Werewolf in 
London" is as tongue-in-cheek 
and frivolous as its name 
implies - a delightful spoof 
on the classic werewolf plot. 

. It manages to have some 
effective scary moments, too, 

and you find yourself being 

torn between horror and 
amusement in the same scene 
.-. an interesting state of 
emotional confusion. The 
audience never seems to agree 
upon whether to laugh or gasp 
with fear fram one moment to 
the next. ‘The screenwriter and 
director, John Landis, has 
definitely created a 
successful film in a most 
unusual genre - the comedy 
Cee film (several hundred 
teps up from the level of 
"Abbot and Costello Meet the 
Wol fmen"!).

Dunne are a pair of nice Jewish 
American boys touring Europe 
on a summer holiday. Ona 

cold and wet night on the 

_ English moors they wander into 
a bleak country pub named the

dark secrets; before long, the 

- boys decide to brave the moors

‘by a wolf - Dunne is sliced to 

ribbons in a rather graphic 

“scene, and Naughton is clawed 

up a bit before the guilty 

locals save him. 

When our hero awakes in a 

ndon hospital three weeks 

ter, he finds the entire 

“Spisode has been explained 
way as an attack by a 

li and no one is 


interested in his 
hallucinations. Plagued by 
nightmare, Naughton finds 
sympathy fram a nurse (Jenny 
Agutter) with wham he falls in 
love. 

The dead friend now 
enters the scene once more, 
and the absurd aspects of the 
film begin in earnest. He 
revisits as a member of the 
"undead", tells Naughton that 
he is now a werewolf, and 
urges him to kill himself 
before the upcaming full moon. 
This scene is hysterical. The 
"indead" Dunne, in gory makeup 
camlete with twitching flaps 
of skin and gaping wounds, 
sits on his friend's hospital 
bed and gossips about the 
details of his funeral and how 
boring the corpses are to talk 
to. Naughton ignores the full 
moon however, and soon he is a 
werewolf out slaughtering the 
Londonites with enthusiasn. 

The transformation scene 
is spectacular, thanks to the 
makeup of Rick Baker and sare 
expert film editing. 
interpretations of a 
werewolf's appearance is 
unusual and quite effective. 
There is mich stretching and 
changing of bones in addition 
to the usual hair and fangs; 
the metamorphosis is smoothly 
filmed and impressive. 

Naughton wakes up the next 
morning in the London Zoo as 
himself, with no memory of the 


Baker's 


.gory night's work. He is 


stark naked, and his escape 
from the zoo back through 
London to the nurses's 
apartment is uproarious, as he 
steals a child's balloons to 
cover himself. 

He keeps encountering his 
dead friend again; each time 
the banter is absurd and 
delightful, and the friend 
looks progressively more and 
more rotted and putrid. "Stop 
caning around," Naughton yells, 
"IT won't be threatened by a 
walking meatloaf!" 

As night falls once more, 
the final transformation takes 
place in a porno movie with 
all the corpses of his victims 
gathered to discuss his 
dilemma. The dramatic ending 
that follows is both horrible 
and preposterous and involves 
half the population of London. 

All the actors do a good 
job, and the characters are 
delightful and convincing 
portrayals. David Naughton is 
appealing as the werewolf} 
Dunne as his dead friend is 
sarcastic and grisly; Jenny 
Agutter is charming as the 
young nurse. If you enjoy 
films for pure entertaimment, 
this one's a winner.

Book Review 


Journeys out of the Body 
by Robert A. Monroe 
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Anchor Press/Doubleday, 1971 
Robert Monroe began to 
have spontaneous out of body 
experiences (QOBE's) in 1958. 
Unexpectedly he found himself 
leaving his physical body and 
traveling to another place. He 
soon learned that he could 
will these COBE's to happen. 
_ Journey's Out of the Body is 
Monroes journal of OOBE's 
__ coupled with much scientific 
explanation and efforts to 
prove that Mr. Monroe had (1) 
_ left his physical body, (2) 
_ could describe people, places 
or events, (3) no previous 
knowledge of places or events 
and other proofs. 

Journeys Out of the Body 
is a statement about one man's 
experience with astral levels. 
_ Many controversial subjects 
_ are discussed throughtout the 
book. What are dreams? Are 
astral projections only dreams 
_ OF are all dreams out of body 

- experiences? When the spirit 
leaves the body, the body 
dies, or does it? Is there 
really life after death? 
Aren't OOBE's proof of life 
after death? This intellectual 
study of Mr. Monroe's 
experiences is often amising 
as he goes to bed with pen and 
pad by his side, waiting to 
have an COBE to record when he 
wakes. He often wills himself 
to visit people and upon 
waking writes down his 
experience. Then his fun 
begins. He goes through 
several scientific steps to 
see if anyone remembers his 
_ presences and describes in 
detail clothing worn, 
conversations that took place 
or any other evidence that 
could prove his presence. 
Mr. Monroe-even sets 
himself up in a laboratory 
_ situation where electrodes are 
connected to his body so that 
scientists can measure his 
_ body reactions to OOBE's. His 
earlier experiments with this

body) Monroe decided to try it

scientific prove-it failed 
because the electrodes pinched 
and his body couldn't relax 
enough for him to sleep. 

I am amised that only the 
times that are remembered are 
termed COBE's. Mr. Monroe does 
have a talent for getting out 
of his body and remembering 
his astral experiences but he 


‘doesn't allow that maybe we 


leave the body more than we 
remeber. 

One important point that 
the book makes is that people 
who do recollect having 
COBE's, have them because of 
accident, illness or some 
traumatic experience. The 
qualifying factor is that a 
persons sees their body as 
they are out. This often 
happens when the body is 
shocked or injured, and the 
first thought is, "I have’ died 
+." The point is that people 
who have OOBE's usually only 
have them once. But once is 
enough to change their view of 
life after death. However, not 
many people try to get out 
of the body as Monroe does. 

In the beginning of 
Monroe's OOBE's he was 
frightened and experienced 
pains and cramps. He thought 
he had epilepsy or a brain 
tumor or was crazy. He would 
experience vibrations 
throughout his body that would 
leave it (his body) in fear. 
This would happen just shortly 
after lyng down. Since doctors 
could find nothing wrong with 
him physically he decided to 
hang out with the vibrations 
and see what happened. What 
happened was he decided he 
could move his body while 
feeling the vibrations, and 
then he felt his hand go 
through the floor and into 
water. On advice from his 
doctor, (who told him that 
Hindus do it all the time, 
i.e., get out of the physical 


again. 

Journeys is the 
documentation of visits to 
several levels of astral 
planes. Some places that Mr. 
Monroe went to were very 
unpleasant and he sametimes 
had to battle his way out. At 
any point when his physical 
body would become 
uncomfortable, he would 
return. Each experience was 
recorded and then analyzed, or 
an attempt was made to 
document it and then it was 
analyzed. 

The book also includes 
detailed instructions for 
using the Astral Body and how 
to get to other planes. I 
never tried the experiments 
because every time I tried to 
read this section of the book I 
would fall asleep. In this 
chapter the thought that "I 
will remember" is given as a 
mental suggestion just before 
sleeping. 

Journey's is an@ 
interesting study on the 
subject, of COBE's but my main 
objection is that half of the 
book is analytical and Monroe 
is constantly trying to prove 
it. He knows his experiences 
are real, but wishes to fit 
them into .scientific 
explanations. The chapter on 
getting out of the body also 
seems a good way to get stuck 
and I advise the reader to 
take Monroes information as 
just that - his information 
and to proceed with care.

into psychic events and inform 
the public of the results. 
This stance has won it 
acclaim from the scientific 
camunity for exposing psychic 
fraud and trickery, yet has 
brought the group into 
conflict with its own most 
famous members. Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle resigned fran the 
SPR in 1930 in protest over 
their exposure of a spirit 
photographer named Hope. The 
case created a lot of talk 
because the author of Sherlock 
Holmes had became a worldwide 
advocate of spiritualism since 
1885. Besides spiritualists 
gaining more rights under the 
law, another testing ground was 
among spiritualists themselves 
- the question being; should 
spiritualism be considered a 
religion? If so - was ita 
branch of Christianity? 
Legally, accepting 
spiritualism as either a 
Christian or non-Christian 
sect would have solved many 
difficulties, since in most 
western nations such a status 
would guarantee freedom fram 
prosecution for practicing 
their religion. There were 
opponents to this solution. 
One came from outside, 
especially certain Protestant 
groups that had religious 
objections to spiritualism. 
Each new wave of enthusiasm 
for the movement was countered 
with strong denunciations. 
This was very apparent during 
WII, when mediums saw a great 
rise in the number of clients, 
as parents and wives wanted to 
camnunicate with those killed.

Other opposition cane fran 
those spiritualists who felt 
committed to an existing 
religious group, usually one 
of the more liberal Protestant 
churches. These spiritualists 
believed there was generally no 
conflict between spiritualism 
and the church and did not want 
to have to choose between one 
and the other. 


Many felt the meaning of : 


Christianity became clear 
while in a seance, deepening 
their faith and giving more 
meaning to their lives. There 
were also same spiritualists 
(a minority maybe) who held 
what their beliefs constituted 
was a separate religion 
indeed, one preaching 
universal love and tolerance, 
and shouldn't be regarded a 
Christian denomination at 
all!! (ha!) And, of course, 
there were those viewing it 
more as a science than 
religion and wanted to 
approach it through research 
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rather than worship. 

_ Be these diverse views as 
they were, many had in fact 
been practicing spiritualism 
as a sect of Christianity for 
same years. Sunday services 
had became a regular part- of 
the program of many 
spiritualist societies in 
England by the 1870's. Larger 
groups in the cities 
concentrated more on proof 
than prayer, and outside the 
cities the tendency was for 
the local societies to 


transform gradually into 


churches. 

The large majority had a 
Christian outlook, believing 
in the divinity of the Christ. 
included hymn 
singing, prayers, Bible 
reading, and sermons, in which 
were heard less of pain and 
punishment and more of joy 
and personal freedom. The 
climax of the occasion might 
be a recounting of spiritual 


“experiences by members of the 


congregation, a lecture (by a 
visiting spiritualist) or a 
sitting with a medium 
delivering "spirit messages" 
fran the pulpit. 

The Spiritualist National 
Federation (founded 1891) is 
an example: its founder, Mrs. 
Enmm Hordinge Britten traveled 
all over the English speaking 
world in her enthusiasm and 
came in contact with numerous 
groups. By the early 1900's 
the SNF became the 
Spiritualist National Union, 
by 1914 had 145 affiliated 
churches and societies; by 
1919 the mumber rose to 309, 
due to the influence of the 
ware ti : 

_ Fram the beginning the SNU 
made no attempt to impose 
uniformity on its members. 
Forms of worship, methods of 

Z ing, even basic beliefs 


differed. There gradually 


emerged a policy later called 
the Seven Principals of 


| Spiritualism. They included: 
the continuous existence of 
the soul, personal 
responsibility, cammnication 
with out of body beings and 
the belief that man is 
essentially a spiritual being. 
In a recent publication, 
copyright 1972, comes the 
following: "In Britain, 
healing has advanced to the 
point where the National 
Federation of Spiritualist 
Healers, has been permitted by 
a large percentage of 
hospital committees to send 
its members to see patients 
whenever the physician in 
charge does not object. The 
decision was a victory for 


spiritualists since it was 
obtained over the vigorous 
opposition of the British 
Medical Association. In 1969 
the NFSH claimed to have 5700 
spiritual healers on its 
menbership rolls." It appears 
that the BMA didn't do 
anything further, since it was 
decided healers can heal in 
hospitals. I don't have a 
mmber of hospitals currently 
permitting healers in their 
doors, but with the way things 
went in the past it looks like 


BY 


the original number of 
hospitals allowing healers in 
hasn't diminished 
substantially, if at all. 

In the book Healin 
Hands by J. Bernard Hutton, 
about a spirit doctor working 
through a British healer, who 
worked extensively with 
patients referred to him by 
doctors. The M.D.'s gave up 
trying cures. One quality 
shared by doctors all over - 
"a massive inhibition centered 
on the public use of their 
nares in connection with their 
views on certain subjects." 

There is one chapter 
dealing with a doctor, one of 
the few who permitted his nae 
to be printed, who told of his 
association and experiences 
with a healer and his 
patients. Many other doctors, 
actually eager to talk about 
their feelings and thoughts 
about this healer, were very 
cautious and afraid, and 
wanted to protect thei 
identity lest they be 
ridiculed, black listed, even 
lose their prestige among 
fellow doctors or even their 
job. There were many doctors 
open to Spiritual healing, but 
so many were too fearful to say 
so and a lot were downright 
invalidating. Doctors as a 
group, can be the tightest, 
strongest, political group 
around - as in the U.S. so in 
England. But English doctors 
are having to deal with the 
acceptance of healers in 
hospitals and have for sane 
time. 

This is a big difference 
between England and the U.S. 
where there is hardly the 
slightest consideration for 
allowing healers in hospitals 
or alongside doctors.

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ging In The Ears)

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All the accounts of him 


_ now are filled with nostalgia, 


remembrances tinged with a 
painful longing for that thing 
he promised: hope. With his 
death December 8, 1980 by a 
Sick assassin, came a kind of 
finalization that, yes, peace 
is really hopeless when you 
have to kill a Beatle. 

Another remarkable thing 
occurred, too. Possibly 
billions of people stopped 
their lives Sunday, December 
14, at 2pm for a Yoko inspired 
"silent prayer." She said: 
"John loved and prayed for the 
human race. Please pray the 
sare for him. Please remenber 
that he had deep faith and 
concern for life, and though 
he has now joined the greater 
force, he is still with us 
here." 

How did people pray during 
that vigil? What did the 
energy look like to a psychic? 
In memory of John - one year 
after his death - Psychic Life 
Magazine asked four psychics 
(David Pierce, Laurna Grelin, 
Michael Kolack and Beth 
Norman) to look at the energy 
level on the planet when the 
"silence" was observed. Here 
is what they saw: 

Q: WHAT WAS THE MAIN 
AGREEMENT THE PEOPLE HAD 
DIRING THE SILENCE? 

Beth: An agreement to 
raise the energy of the planet. 

Michael: Just simply 
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David: Like a purple line 
of worthiness, or honesty, 
"There was an honest man." 

Laurna: Looks like Yoko 
has that same purple energy 
around her, Like a programing 
level with an agreement from 
Yoko for John, like you owe 
this silent vigil to him. 

David: That purple energy 
is coming from people who 
learned something from John 
Lennon, who grew as a result 
of him. And it's a thank you, 
and a hello! Yoko is in more 
grief and death. She's really 
not touching in on that energy 
(purple) of thank you and 
hello. 

Beth: There's an awful lot 
of energy being thrown at the 
man who shot him. 

Q: WHAT WAS THE ENERGY 
LEVEL OF THE REST OF THE 
POPULATION OF PEOPLE WHO 
DIDN'T SICH? 

David: (ha ha) It looks 
like they almost had some 
space for a little while. 

Michael: They sure were 
busy analysing the thing that 
was happening. 

Laurna: There was some 
space for everyone for those 
maments. We should have more 
silent ments! 

Q: HOW MANY PEOPLE STOPPED 
‘THEIR USUAL PROCESSES AT THIS 
MOWENT? (even if they didn't 
exactly "stop work") 

+ Beth: I just saw a picture 
of people sitting in front of 
the radio and TVs and leaving 
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their bodies to go right to 
New York City. 

Laurna: It looks like the 
energy level was so intense at 
that moment of silence that 
most people at least thought 
about it. It was like a beam 
of energy that hit everyone. 

David: Yea, it was 
definately in the billions. 
The whole planet looks like it 
was covered in gold and there 
was a real agreement going on, 
almost in a celebrating mood. 

Q: WHERE WAS JOHN ON AN 
ENERGY LEVEL? 

Beth: I see him as being 
in a real good place, being 
real free, camplete freedan. 

Laurna: I was seeing 
dicotomy. Of being free and 
being all tied up like a mmmy. 

Michael: Yea, it looks 
like he agreed to the whole 
thing at first almost like a 
party and felt barbarded later. 

Q: DID JOHN APPROVE OR 
DISAPPROVE, AND WHERE WAS HE 
WHEN THE SILENCE BEGAN? 

David: It's almost as 
though he had an agreement 
with Yoko, there was a lot of 
energy around their deaths, 
about how they were going to 
die. I'm getting a picture 
that he was real tired of the 
encroachment of his space, her 
energy and the kind of, games 
they had been playing and he 
just wanted out, so maybe he 
agreed to it years before 
that. And also taking part as a 
being on the big occasion. 
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Laurna: He looks like he's 
in a little tree in a cloud 
above New York just watching 
everything. 

Michael: Yea, relaxing on 
top of a tall building. 

David: Africa is what I'm 
getting. 

Beth: I see him being 
weightless and bouncing and 
happy with all that freedan. 

Q: WHERE WAS HE WHEN THE 
SILENCE ENCED? 

Michael: Looks like he was 
brought down to earth. Off the 
tall building. 

Beth: It's neat, it’s like 
going right there and seeing 

t was happening to John, 

every one involved with 
him. Yoko is from Japan, and 
the energy caning out of Japan 
is very interesting. Yoko was 
like a symbol of what a 
Japanese could do in this 
country, and then everything 
fell apart. And the energy 
fran the people was, see what 
happens when you leave Japan? 
Nothing works anymore. 

David: Yes, it's very 
interesting the one thing that 
I noticed about the New York 
event was that all the people 
felt, "Don't go! If there's 
any chance that you can stay 
with us, STAY! Come back and 
heal us." They all got so mich 
validation from John living in 
New York. Out of everywhere 
else in the whole world that 
he could have lived, he liked 
New York best. "You are our 


healer, don't go." And he was 
a hell of a healer! 

Q: WHAT ENERGY LEVEL WAS 
YOKO ON DURING THE SILENT 
MOMENT? 

David: Well, my first 
answer is that she is angry. 

Laurna: I was seeing that 
there was so much attention 
focused upon her. 

Michael: Yes, there were a 
lot of people in her space, of 
course, but one thing I'm 
seeing is that she had a lot 
of perfect pictures about the 
whole thing. 

Beth: She's going through 
withdrawal symptans. 

David: I also get a 
picture of her being 
vindicated, "I knew all along 
this would happen," she always 
thought. 

Beth: I see her punishing 
herself, starving her body, in 
total grief. They shared each 
others space and reality so 
mich that when John went into 


so mich pain, she had to do it 
to herself also. 

Q: WHAT DID YOKO REALLY 
WANT FRM THIS SILENCE? 

Beth: It was her mock-up. 

Michael: For that moment 
of prayer. 

Laurna: There's a lot of 
Power. Now she has the power. 

David: There's a Japanese 
male in Yoko's space. He looks 
like a religious figure. It 
looks like she's a trance 
medium ( programmable to allow 
other beings in her body) and 
this being doesn't look like 
he has a body. I also see 
several reactions to this 
whole thing on Yoko's part. 
The strong agreement with this 
being is on the level of 
informing her how to use power 
in a big way. Like getting 
billions of people to focus on 
one thing at the same time. 
Which is really a monumental 
thing! Then there's a female

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- Nurse- Midwife Saves Baby's 
Life: Doctors Reprimand Her

In the last two weeks, 
three people have told ne that 


Iwas paranoid. I was merely 
communicating to them what I 
have experienced and what I 
have seen other healers 
experience fram some of these 
people who want to invalidate 
healers--those who don't vant 
communication, only control 
over others. The three people 
who said I was paranoid were 
exactly those who I was talking 
about--more invalidation. Who 
made "paranoia" into a disease? 

Many of us are sensitive 
to energy. We feel where 
other's are, we feel their 
thoughts. Is it being 
"paranoid" when you know that 
the other person is thinking 
of ways to destroy you as a 
healer? Is it paranoid when 
you are aware of sameone lying 
to you to set you up for 

- something? In their 

willingness to give and to see 
others happy, many healers 
inadvertently give even to 
those who want to invalidate 
then. The healer unknowingly 
and literally helps them to 
invalidate him. 

Many midwives I know fall 
into the group of healers vho 
give even to those out to get 
them. This is a story about 
one of then. 

__. #mong many other things, 
_ Carol is a nurse-midwife. She 
is also a minister of the 

Church of Divine Man and 

graduate of the Berkeley 


Psychic Institute. About 
three weeks ago, I received a 
phone call fran Carol at BPI. 

"Hello, Michael, they're 
trying to take my license 
away!" She had saved the life 
of a baby and its mother. Left 
up to the doctors and the 
hospital, the baby probably 
would not have survived. So, 
it was all Carol's fault that 
the doctors, the hospital, and 
her employers acted so 
incompetently. If Carol 
didn't have her training as a 
psychic and hadn't understood 
energy, she would have 
believed many of the lies 
being hurled at her. She 
might have even been convinced 
she did some wrong. But 
finding same distance fran the 
original event, she is 
starting to see'what really 
hit her. Here is the story: 

Carol is a nationally 
board certified nurse-midwife, 
licensed through the American 
College of Nurse-Midwives. For 
the past year, she has been 
working for an East Bay health 
maintenance organization which 
offers midwifery service in 
hospital deliveries. She has 
had experience both in hare and 
hospital deliveries. 

Carol was chosen to be the 
murse-midwife to attend to the 
hospital delivery for a 
first-time mother. She was to 


be backed up by the "attending" 
obstetrician who was to be 
available for any 


complications. Bylaws 
specifying the privileges of a 
certified nurse-midwife at 
this particular East Bay 
hospital are many pages in 
length, but, in a nutshell, 
Carol was to admit, attend, 
and deliver for a "normal" 
birth. 

In the hospital, Carol 
found that the woman was hard 
to manage in labor. She looked 
at what the fetal monitor 


(monitors condition of the @) 


baby) was showing and phoned 
the doctor to give hima 
report. The doctor then 
instructed her to give the 
mother an injection of 75 np. 
of Demerol, a strong, synthetic 
marcotic. The mother 
continued to have 
difficulties. Carol called 
her obstetrician once again. 
He ordered a repeat of the 
Demerol injection in 3-4 
hours. A few hours later, as 
the mother began to push 
strongly, the baby's heartrate 
began to drop. Carol again 
phoned the doctor. "I phoned 
for the MD. (who lived % hour 
away) who said he couldn't get 
there soon enough given the 
circumstances and to phone an 
M.D. closer in. I phoned an 
off call M.D. who was 
fortunately at home and he 
arrived about 12 minutes 
later. In that 12 minutes I 
decided the situation was 
alarming: The infant showed an 
apgar of 2 (2 being very poor 
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on a scale of 10 to evaluate a 
baby's condition). I applied 
the vacuum (a method of 
delivery considered much safer 
than using forceps). The 
infant then showed an apgar of 
9 (very good) ." 

What happened when you 
called for assistance fran the 
doctors in the hospital? 

"Since it was a private 
hospital, there were no 
resident doctors. If there 
were private doctors there, no 
one responded." 

What happened after you 
successfully delivered the 
baby? 

"The off-call M.D. arrived 
shortly after the birth. 
was very upset and angry I 
had applied the vacuum. He 


Cee questioned the behavior

of the other M.D. He said he 
wanted to review the 
monitorstrip. The M.D. who 
showed up said the strip was 
difficult to read." 

"The head of the 
Obstetrics department of the 
hospital wanted to immediately 
suspend me. The midwifery 
board of the hospital voted to 
hold a hearing on the case 
with the (on-call) M.D. and me 
in attendance with the 
monitorstrip and the patient's 
chart." 

"The head of the hospital 
obstetrics department stated 
the strip showed the baby was 
in trouble much earlier - when 
I first called the on-call 
M.D. The M.D. from the 
University of California who 
is a perinatologist (specialist 
on babies in the uterus) 
stated the strip was O.K. and 
that he thought I had behaved 
appropriately, that the woman 
and infant were lucky I was 
there. When I asked him if 
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he'd testify to this (at the 
hearing) he noticeably backed 
out. 

"The head of the OB/GYN 
Department at the hospital was 
who initiated the action 
against me. When he notified 
the health maintenance 
organization of this action, 
it began to meet officially to 
discuss ne." 

Carol has undergone a 
hearing by the medical board 
of the hospital. She awaits a 
second one. The "attending" 
obstetrician for the birth, 
who was not available for the 
delivery, is not available for 
a hearing--he is in Israel. 
The tone of the hearing was one 
of invalidation, criticism, 
and covert hostility. Why 


didn't she call the doctor? 


She did. Next question: Why 
didn't she call him as soon as 
the trouble began? She did. 
Finally, her supervisor, also 
a nurse-midwife, criticized 
her competence: Why didn't 
Carol demand the presence of 
the doctor at once, the first 
time she called him? Her 
supervisor said that Carol's 
duty as a nurse-midwife is to 
make a clear evaluation of the 
situation and make a definite 
judgement. Had Carol made a 
good judgement, she would have 
demanded the doctor's 
presence. Have you ever heard 
of a nurse or a midwife 
demanding a doctor to do 
anything? Isn't evaluating 


the situation and making a 


judgement called a diagnosis? 

That is practicing medicine 

without a license. Almost in 

the same breath, Carol was 

reprimanded for taking a 

doctor's prerogative to decide 

_ on using a vacuum to deliver 
the baby. The inquisitors 
wanted to know if Carol 
thought a Ceasarean Section 
would have been more 

_ appropriate! 

i How did those at your work 
and the hospital treat you 
after this evént? 

"Very mixed reactions. 
Mostly at ny health maintenance 
organization, people became 
_very distant. My head midwife 
became very serious and 
controlling - complete 
invalidation, complete 
survival for herself and her 
position at the hospital. 
She's very aware of the MD.'s 
who would like to get rid of 

_ certified nurse-midwives. The 
RN's at the hospital had mixed 

_¥eactions. The head of the CB 
department of the hospital 
invalidated even the RN's 
saying they should have 
refused to give me the vacum 
to begin with." 

"Three different M.D.'s 
have said to me as an aside 
that they "thought I'd been 

screwed" or words to that 

effect by the head midwife. No 
one has defended my actions 
openly.” 3 ‘ 

Carol's head midwife and 

"partner" demanded her 

immediate resignation - 

irregardless of the outcare of 
any hearing. ; 

_ The story continues a 

ittle further: After Carol 

was instructed to submit her 
signation from the health 


nurse-midwife. 


to the staff the arrival of a 
good friend fran the midwest 
who is a murse-midwife looking 
for a position. She highly 
recanmended her friend to fill 
any future vacancies. ° 

To trace the origins of 
Carol's story a little further 
her "problems" with her 
supervisor began shortly after 
her supervisor found out that 
Carol was in clairvoyant 
training in the Berkeley 
Psychic Institute, Seminary 
for the Church of Divine Man. 
About that time, Carol was in 
the process of separating fran 
her husband, a doctor, as 
well. All of a sudden, Carol 
started to experience all 
sorts of invalidation. As a 
nurse, she knew it was 
unhealthy to be paranoid. 

For the police and 
investigators, laying a trap 
to catch a criminal is 
Standard procedure.

(Michael Morgan, father of 
three, tells his story of his 
-month old son Christopher's 
Miracle healing at the 
Berkeley Psychic Institute of 
San Jose ... editor) 

When I visited the Berkeley 
Psychic Institute of San Jose 
; in April of 1981, it was 
Bo because I was curious. 
__ However, I was freely given 
: the chance to witness and 
_ directly benefit fran what can 
only be described as a 
miracle. The use of the word 
"miracle" as put to in our 
present society, as in 
Miracle clean" or "miracle 
diet", may incline one to pass 
the word over lightly in this 
writing, but I do not intend 
_ the word to be taken lightly 
in this context. What my 
family has experienced can 
truly be described as both a 
miracle and a blessing. 

I was told that a guru 
ection I had was affecting 
aura and that of my son. 
s asked if I would like to 
ve the connection severed 
n both my child and me. I 


ra 


readily agreed, since the idea 
of a being deliberately 
affecting my life without my 
desire is repulsive to me. I 
had no idea how this healing 
would be performed nor did I 
lmow what the specific results 
would be. 

Rev. Gail Tracy and Marc 
Shargel, a student, along with 
several other healers fran the 
Institute began the work, with 
Rev. John Fulton, Director of 
the Institute, guiding the 
healing. Describing exactly 
what they did is difficult 
since I do not know the 
technical language psychic 
healers use, any more than the 
average person would 
understand the language of a 
surgeon. In general, however, 
they saw the energy of my 
ex-guru as well as where in ny 
subtle body this energy had 
planted itself, namely in the 
crown chakra. They explained 
to me that this chakra is 
located on tHe top of the head 
and when an unscrupulous guru 
or teacher takes control of a 
person's free will, he 


‘implants a "cord" in this 


area. This cord was removed 
from me and from my son and 
replaced with healing energy.

Since ancient times the rose has been 
used as a symbol of love, beauty, wealth, 
resurrection, eternity, paradise, faith, 
truthfulness, secrecy, universal truths, 
good luck, and safe childbirth. 

It has been used as a symbol by 
churches, secret and mystical societies, 
govermments, and the general populace. 
Rose blossams have been around for a long 
time - impressions have been found in 
chalk formed in the Miocene Age of 70 
million years ago. Egyptians depicted it 
in their murals, and 
paintings of them were 
found among the ruins of 
the 4000 year old Minoan 
capital, Knossos, in 
Crete. Atlantean, Greek, 
Roman, East Indian, 
Turkish, European, and 
other civilizations have 
all found a use for the 
' rose. 

As a teacher for the 
Church of Divine Man, 
‘Washington Psychic 
Institute, I have been 


a symbol in the Church because of its 
neutrality and because of its extensive 
history as a symbol. When ve use the rose 
as we do, we can update our past 
experiences with the symbol. 

Symbolisn sears to be simply a visible 
sign of an invisible reality. While the 
realities attributed to the rose by 
various cultures have differed widely, 
its attractiveness as a symbol has 
remained constant throughout time. 

There are scores of legends from 
around the world as to the origin of the 
rose - and its colors, thorns, and 
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telling students that we use the rose as fi there is a tale of Emperor Ferdinand III 


varieties. It has been used in virtually 
every aspect of human life. 

Poets and artists have used the roge 
repeatedly in their creations. Yeats, 
Dante, Goethe, and the Brownings, whose 
works contain deep mysticism ~ all include 
writings about the rose. 

Roses have long been used by the 
planet's mystics, who frequently carbined 
the rose and the cross as a symbol, 
Throughout the centuries, these mystic 
orders have often found it necessary to 
function secretly because 
of intolerance of church 
or state, and thus the 
rose has developed an aura 
of secrecy for many 
people. The rose cross is 
a very old and mystical 
emblem of the mystical 
Rosicrucians. Freamsonry, 
which sprang from 
Rosicrucianism when it 
moved to England, also 
used the rose as a symbol. 
Alchemists used the rose 
in many experiments, and 


purchasing at great price the formula for 
making a rose plant resurrect fran its om 
ashes. Rudolph Steiner, founder of Waldorf 
schools, used a red rose and black cross 
to symbolize cognition of the higher 
worlds. 

Here are just a few of -the uses that 
we have put the rose to in the past: 

Women in Italy and Jerusalem, when 
about to give birth would place an 
unopened rose in water at the beginning 
of labor in hope that its bloaning would 
be the welcame signal of deliverance. 
In various parts of Europe, including 
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Transylvania, naturally fallen petals 
fran a rose thrown into a fire and burned 
were considered capable of exorcising 
devils and breaking spells. 

According to European folk tales, 
roses falling as a person enters a roan 
or garden reveals his or her aristocratic 
heritage. 

Finally, it's interesting to note 
that the Peruvian and Mexican Eve of the 
Gerden of Eden sinned for picking a rose, 
not an apple. 

In the Catholic Church, it used to be 
custamary to present a golden rose toa 
person or group who demonstrated 
conspicuous loyalty to the Holy See. The 
rose hasn't always been used as a symbol 
in the Christian Churches, however. 


Sametimes roses were painted on the 
ceilings of halls and roams to achieve 
this sare purpose. 

Roses have a history in medicine, 
also. Hippocrates, Pliny, Galen, and later 
medical persons as well, all recommended 
remedies made fran roses.Various ailments, 
including irritations of the eyes, ears, 
mouth, stamch, intestines and rectum, for 
hemorrhoids ("ye paine of ye seate"), for 
female disorders, for clearing of the 
brain, and for sleeplessness were treated 
with the rose. Nostradamus reportedly 
even used crushed rose petals to carbat 
the black plague. 

After being doctored with roses, 
wearing them, entertaining under and with 
them, and using them for symbols of many

Growth and change are a 
natural part and product of 
being psychic. ‘How does it 
work? Being psychic is having 
that ability to recognize and 
use energy. Recognizing and 
using energy begins to lead 
you to a personal 
understanding of what energy 
is, whose it is, and how it 
affects you from day to day.

As we start to get our 
freedom from this sexual 
see-saw, how do we react 
sexually? For many, being 
stuck on one end of a 
dichotany and suddenly feeling 
free of it, inspires a strong 
attraction for the other end - 
in the extreme. For instance, 
some men have joined (for a 
period of time) religious 
groups that advocate celibacy. 
This permission not to have 
séx may have never been 
available to them before.

Getting your freedom 
sexually by growing ona 
psychic level changes the 
body's chemistry, as well.

strean. When the pituitary is 
stimilated it communicates to 
the ovaries to produce more 
sex hormones. So that a wan 
may become more turned on 
sexually from being in her 
body using her psychic energy. 

What about a man? This is 
where the adrenal glands cam 
into play. In a man, both the 
testes and the adrenal glands 
produce sex hormones. The 
pineal gland produces hormones 
that commicate directly with 
the adrenal glands and tend to 
turn then down. This "turning 
down" lowers sex hormone 
production in the adrenals. 
This is why males may turn 
down their sexual energy when 
opening up psychically and 
using their energy in the body.
